Obituary reference to the Death of Late Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru 
Prime Minister of India. 


Mr. Speaker : The hon. Chief Minister. EP 

Chief Minister (Comrade Ram Kishan) Mr. Speaker, Sir, on the 
27th of May, India lost the brightest jewel of independent India's treasure 
Suddenly, at mid-day the sun that gave, life-giving . inspiration 
to the millions of Indian people, nay, humanity at large, set. A pall of 
grief fell over the whole World as an epoch came to an end 

Although the wound inflicted by death on our hearts has just about 
begun to heal, yet a feeling of irretrievable loss still grips us. The nation, 
which Shri Jawahar Lal Nehru bailt and consolidated, has nearly recovered 
from the shock and numbness and has begun to move forward on the path 
blazed by Jawahar Lal’s 50 years sacrifices. But the vacuum caused by his 
sudden disappearance from the national scene has yet to be filled. It can 
only be filled by devotion to the principles dear to him—National Unity, 
Secularism, Democratic Socialism, World Peace and by sacrifices for the 
preservation ofthose values which he wished to inform our policies and pro- 
grammes 

Punjab, like the rest of India, owed so much to Nehru ; indeed, what- 
ever we now take pride in, is a symbol of his ideals and his brave dreams 
Beit our wonderful capital of Chandigarh or be it the crown of Dams, the 


Bhakra Dam, only a Nehru's bold and brilliant imagination could make them 
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possible. Hereturned to Punjab again and again and with each visit added 
a new dynamism ànd purpose to our life. It is, therefore, as muchas a 
token of deep gratitude as with a sense of anguish, that I have risen today to 
speak about what our great leader meant for us, the people of Punjab,whom 
he loved 5० much 


This House is meeting for the first time after the death of our great 
leader. It is but proper that we, the members of this House, pay him our 
homage. 


Nehru stood for India as India did and shall, for generations to come, 
stand for Nehru.The bright consummation of the political aspirations of 
the country, Nehru was a star which gave a direction to our voyages in the 
stormy seas. Never did he fail us and never did he stint the hopeful light 
which we needed to put heart into our frail and weather-worn bodies. Even 
in the darkest hour of our need and anxiety the thought that Nehru was 
with us gave us courage to stand up and face the odds | 


He did not believe in destiny as his faith was in action, action inspired 
by individual volition. He believed that a nation could make or mar 
its destiny by the actions it performed. And yet, he was destined to lead. He 
becamethe captain of the ship with the blessings ofthe Father of the 
Nation, Mahatma Gandhi, because he alone could bring our ship safely 
ashore | 
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We faced storms and crises and even menace to our national existence. 
But with sure judgement, which comes only with pure devotion to unimpea- 
chable ideals of freedom and liberty, he guided the country «midst a wcrid 
full of turmoil, to the goal of Independence. 

With steadfast courage and rare determination he piloted the ship of 
India, saving it from buffetings of storms as well as frcm the fearful coral 
reefs of negative forces latent beneath the surface of water, and anchored it 
at a shore, trom which we began to see our goal—Democratic Socialism. 

. .. Each event of his 75 years’ lifetime is etched on the memory of the 
present age. Each step was a step forward as if he was moved by an all- 
consuming passion for Freedom. He entered the political scene is 1912 
when he became a member of the Home-Rule League led by Lokmanya 
Tilak and Annie Besant. Then came the most significant event in his life 
in 1916 when he met Mahatma Gandhi during the Lucknow Session of the 
Congress. From then onward it was a relentless war against the forces of 
oppression, a dedicated pilgrimage towards Freedom. In 1918, he was 
elected to the All India Congress Committee of which he remained a member 
till his death. The Jallianwala Bagh massacre in Amritsar left a deep 
impact on his mind about the brutal aspect of the imperial power which his 
people were resisting. In the years that followed, he was at the head of 
every national agitation till he was again elected President of the Lahore 
Session of the Congress in succession to his illustrious father, Moti Lal 
; Nehru. It was the proud privilege of the Land of Five Rivers to hear the 
first proclamation of the right of the Indian Peopletocomplete independence. 

The slogan of ‘‘Purna Swarajya” raised by Nehru onthe banks of the river 
Ravi became the battle-cry. I still cherish in my heart the memory of his 
Visit to Jhang in 1931 when his very presence gave a meaning to our struggle. 
In 1936, he declared that no true freedom could be possible without socialism. 
Thereatter, he led movement after movement and many massive campaigns 
culminating in the ‘Quit India! Movement in 1942. Incarcerated in the 
Ahmednagar Fort in Maharashira, Nehru scanned the turn of events and 
was waiting for the day when the people will move forward inthe last charge 
to success. As the War drew to a close, Britain began negotiations and 
with the coming of the Labour Party to power in Britain the growing reali- 
sation that an awakened people could no longer be held in thrall, an interim 
Government was formed on September 27, 1946, with Jawahar Lall Nehru 
as the Vice-President of the Executive Council. On August 15, 1947, India 


became free. On that solemn mid-night when India became free, Jawahar 
Lal declared : 


*Long years ago we made a tryst with destiny, and now the time comes 
when we shall redeem our pledge, not wholly or in ful measure but very 
substantially....To the people of India, whose representatives we are, we make 
an appeal to join us with faith and confidence in this great adventure. We have 
to build the noble mansion of a free India where all her children may dwell." 

In the 17 years that followed under his stewardship, he toiled cease 
lessly to make India a noble mansion for all of ustolivein. There was no 
rest for him because he had ‘a promise to keep and miles to go before he 
could sleep’. It is a rare thing that about three generations of his family 
sacrificed everything for the country. 

Waat he got from the British was a conglomeration of territories an d 
zommnanities, and waat heleft us after 17 years of selflzss service is a nation 
strong and united, aware of its role in the world today and conrdent of re- 
(aining th? position of digaity which Nehru’s statesminship won for it, 
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The most remarkable contribution made bv Shri Jawahar Lal Nehru 
+o India and her wav of thinking was the scientific approach to problems. 
He let the scientific spirit inform many policies which he initiated marking 
a departure from the nast. But his modernism and preference for the 
scientific and the rational, as onnosed to the traditional wav of thinking | 
was temnered by mellow humanism which he derived from India's heritage. 
Even in his will and testament, he had stated that although he had discarded 
much of nast tradition and custom and was anxions that India should rid 
herself of all shackles that bind and restrain and divide her people. and 
sunnress vast. numbers of them and prevent the free development of the body 
and the snirit, vet he did not wish to cut himself off from that past comn- 
letely. He was always nroud of the great Indian inheritance and regarded 
it as a link in that unbroken chain which went back to the dawn of 
historv to the immemorial nast of India. Tt was his witness of this desire 
that he wished that a handful of his ashes be thrown into Ganga to be carried 
to the great ocean that washes India's shores. 

Jawahar Lal Nehru’s most notable contribution in the sphere of world 
events was his commitment against colonialism and imperialism. As 
far back as the vear 1935 he had raised his voice against the rise of Nazism 
in Eurove ; he had condemned wanton Italian invasion of Ethonia : he 
had personally gone to stand against Franco’s Fascist dictatorshin. and 
again againstthe Japanese invasion of Chim. He  particinated 
in the Coneress of oppressed Nationalities in Brussels in 1927 as an official 
delegate of the Indian National Congrese. He then undertook an extensive 
tour of Furone and visited USSR. His mind was so disturbed at the 
failure of democracies to rise in unison. against the growth 
of fascist tendencies in world affairs, Soon after India was free 
it was Nehru’s anti-colonialism that inspired him to convene the Asian. 
Relation Conference in March, 1947. in New Delhi. which stoutly chamnioned 
the cause of Indian Liheration and the liberation of other Asian and African 
nations. History will record with nride and eratitude the contribution of 
Nehru in creating an upsurge of democratic forces against imnerialism and 
colonialism. Again he was a leading spirit at the Bandung Conference of 
1955, Nehru’s concert of freedom insnired manv movements in Africa 
also. The message of Panch Sheel and his contribution to the cause of 
peace in Korea, Vietnam and Congo was acknowledged in the most  elo- 
quent terms bv country after country which observed official mourning and 
sent their highest representatives to personally come and pay homage to 
him. 
Yet another contribution made by Jawahar Lal Nehru during his 17 
years of most eventful career was his concept of planning which helped 
the country evolve an integrated plan for economic growth. for the growth 
of the individual, for greater opportunities for everv individual and for the 
ereater freedom of the country. within the frame-work of political democracv. 
The essence of the nlans was his desire to get India out of the old ruts and 
to align it with modern methods of nredvction. Only two davs before his 
death. on May. the 25th. 1964, he had observed in a foreword written to ` 
Shri Shriman natat Aggarwal’s book, “Socialism in Indian Planning”: 


**Some people think that Our progress since Independence has been slow. I do 
not think this is correct. Considerihg the background of India and 
her people and the necessity, of changing the socialist structure of 
the country. I think that the progress we have made is substantial. 
Tt has laid the foundation for future advance and it has done so on a 
democratic basis, The future snonld be more rapid than the past 
has been,” 
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The Indian experiment of democratic planning. has indeed become a. 
major source of inspiration for many newly emancipated countries, That 
shall remain the sheet anchor of our policy | 

Jawahar Lal Nehru. was an internationalist and a humanist par excel- 
lence, as is shown bv astudy of his workslike ‘Glimpses of World History 
and ‘Discovery of India’, which have rightly become a part and parcel of 
the modern world’s literary heritage. In his wide sweep of imagination, 
he could see world events. as inter-connected currents in a powerful tide. 
When Nehru wished well to India, he never wished ill to any othe r country. 
When the warring forces in the world came close to a fatal headlong colli- 
sion, he raised the voice of peace. He kept the ship of India on even 
keel not by way of ignoring the realities of life but as a token of suggesting. 
yet another. way of politica! thinking in which even the seemingly irrecor- 
cillable hostilities could be neutralised by mutual understanding and. 
sympathy. Never silent on moral issues, he kept India non-aligned as there- . 
in lay the best interests of our country, which was beginning to stand on 
its ownfeet. But more than that, because that was the only way the peace | 
of the world could be secured. His role as a world statesman was well . 
recognised in his life time but.the world woke up to a painful realza- . 
tion in the hour of India's loss as to what the entire humanity had lost 
A true Indian to the core, he served humanity 

It was a marvel how he reconciled nationalinterests with the interest . 
ofthe worlá—only a man with genius capable of wishingthe ultimate good 
of humanity could raise his voice loud and clear against the forces that . 
diviued the world. In Nehru time and space had fused ina rare harmony 
as if, wisdom of the East and the West, of ages bygone and the age in which 
he lived as a dominant figure, had merged in a single powerful reality. . 
It is this synthesis of various cultures, it. is this sane and tolerant outlook 
on the human problems, that raised him far above the present generation 
and gave a timeless quality to his message. Nehru has been rightly 
acknowledged by all as the voice of universal brotherhood | 

India. shall have to learn to live without Nehru. The edifice which 
he built was so strong that it has stood the test of time. He had made India . 
the strongest bastion of democracy in the East. The whole world stood in 
admiration at the manner the people of India recovered from the benumbin 
shock, elected a new leader and. beganthejourneyin the direction which |. 
Nehru had blazed 

True homage to Nehru will be re-dedication to the ideals which he 
upheld. The two . salient points in his thinking were love of freedom and 
devotion to socialism. As he himself used to tell us : 


“The price of freedom will have to be paid in full measure and no price is 
too great for the freedom of our people and of our Motherland’ 


When: China invaded India, he said 
**Freedom is in peril. Defend it with all your might 


This is as true today as it was two years ago. By remaining united and 
by making this noble mansion which he built, strong and powerful, we 
shall be coming true to his expectations | 

His last wish was that the Indian p»ople should remain steadfast 
in so far as the goal of democracy and socialism is concerned. He accepted 
socialism as the goal not only because it seems right and beneficial, but 
because there was no other way for the solution of India's economic pro- 
blems. It was to him ‘a philosophy of life,.the only way of ending poverty, 
the vast unemployment, the degradation and subjection of Indian people 
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His ideal was that every man, woman and child in India should have equal’ 
opportunities so that disparities should go. His greatest achievement was to 
have evolved ‘a new technique in social transformation’ and ‘a method: 
of peacefui revolution. It is our duty to uphold Democratic Socialism 
as our main objective. That will be the truest homage that could be paid 
to the memory of Nehru, “the fighter for Freedom, the maker of modern 
India and the emanicipator of the human race", 

Such was the story of a man, who, to quote his own words, “With all 
his mind and heart loved India and the Indian people and they in turn were 
indulgent to him and gave him of their love most abundantly and extravagant- 
ly’. There could not be a more eloquent proof of his love of India as was 


. found in his Will and Testament. He said — 


“The major portion of my ashes should, however, be disposed of otherwise. I 
want these to be carried high up into the air in an aeroplane and scattered 
from that height over the fields where the peasants of India toil, so that they 
might mingle with the dust and soH of India and become an mdistinguish- 
able part of India.” | 

Yes, Jawahar Lal has become an essential part of India as he had merged 
his entire life into the country. It is we who have now to face the test of 
living up to the scale of values that he set for his country and to advance 
the policies and programmes which were dear to him. 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of this House we should also convey our 
heart-felt sympathies to the greatest daughter of India, Shrimati Indira Gandhi.

As Leader of the Akali Legislature Party, may I, Sir. associate the Sikh . 
people, as represented by the Shiromani Akali Dal, with the national sorrow 
and grief on the passing away of our late Prime Minister, Shri Jawahar Lal 
Nehru 

Sir, Jawahar Lal Nehru was an indulgent and generous friend. He 
waSsensitiveanda kind man. Hewasa phenomena cast on the international 
horizon whose impact on the political destinies of the entire world has been 
significant. He was not only the Prime Minister of India, but he projected 
an image of himself also which, in popular mind, was the image of India 
herself. Such was his high prestige amongst his own people, as in the world 
that our country after independence, commonly came to be described as 
*Nehru's India’, | 


In the international field his moral prestige was very high. In the 
organised pai of the United Nations his word carried a weight which 
went far beyond India's own position as a member of the comity of nations 
In a book “‘Nehru—A Political Biography" Michael Brecker the author: 
at page 229 says — 

**Few statesmen in the twentieth century have reached the stature of Jawaharlal ` 

Nehru. As the pre-eminent figure in India's era of transition he bears 
comparison with Roosevelt and Churchil, Lenin and Mao, men who guided 
their people through a period of national crisis. Only Gandhi inspired 
greater faith and adoration among the masses. Only Stalin, perhaps, had 
greater power. Like these outstanding men of the age he has also imposed 
his personality on a widercanvas. Heis for many a symbol of Asia's poli- 
tical awakening. | His name conjures upa host of associations—resolute 
fighter for national freedom, Gandhi's devoted aide, the Mediator, the neu- 
tral in a struggle between good and evil, the self-appointed guardian of 
morality in international affairs. Yet friends and foes alike recognise him 
as a leading actor on the stage of contemporary history” 
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What enabled Nehru to achieve this illustrious position ? What are the 
sources of his power and popularity ? "These are the questions put and 
answered by the author himself in this book, who says — 


‘The key to his extraordinary appeal is a host of personal qualities which hav 
long attracted people in India and in far-off lands. MHiscourage is rencwned 
So are his integrity and selflessness. his sincerity of purpose and his 
devotion to Indian freedom and world peace. Some have been drawn by 
his generosity and lovalty to colleagues, others by his honestv and apparent 
purity of motive. Few have faced to succumb to his inordinate charm. 
Many respect his detachment and intellectual tolerance, his idealism ard 
abnegation of absolute power. For others still he is the romantic hero in 
politics, the impulsive. youthful and daring leader of men intensely human, 
fearless, and champion of the oppressed. In words attributed to Sir 
WinstonChurchillan outspoken foe of Indian Independence, here is a 
man without malice and without fear." 


In the domestic field, the late Prime Minister was virtuelly the sole 
architect of the policies which we have pursued ever since 1€47. I may 


go further and say, that he has been, in a sense the sole architect ofthe political . 


destiny of free India, in so far as, for many many years to come whether 
we adhere to the policies formulated by him, or we reverse or alter them, 
his imnact shall remain indelible on our political life. 


Sir, our late Prime Minister Shri Jawahar Lal Nehru, has now become 


a part of history, and properly speaking, it is the prerogative of history 
itself to pass a final judgment on his work and his domestic and international 
policies. Yt is not an easy matter to anticipate the verdict of Historv, for 
History is an exacting judge. The acclaim of the present has no respect in the 
eves of history. but be that as it may, it can be said with confiderce that late 
Shri Jawaharlal Nehru has entered into the Hall of Fame, to carve out for 
himself a permanent niche there 


I cannot but record on this occasion my profound regret at the state of 


affairs that came to assume shape in relation to the Sikh people while he was 
ruling the destinies of India, and on more than one occasion, I was personally 
involved in discussion and events that were pregnant with grave implication 
for the Sikhs, as for the Indian Nation. Asithappened, the true understand- 
ing of the Sikhs and statesmanlike comprehension of their genuine problems

No amount of sematic dip- 
lomacy can submerge them for a long time, and for this reason, it was as 
much a misfortune of our late Prime Minister as it is that of the Sikhs and 
the people of India and other parts of the sub-continent, that the true re- 
cognition of the political positicn of Sikhs has re me?red urdetermined 


| Y hope and prav that this may not remain so for long, for, before long we, 
"^ in India might be faced with situation and problems that make a true settle- 


ment of the Sikh problem more imperative than any other which ergeges 
our attention at the moment 

Sir, I beg your permission to close by adding that the vacuum that has 
been created in the national life of India by the passing away of the late 
Prime Minister is likely to remain unfilled for many years to come, and for 
this reason it is all the more necessary for us to strive our utmost to stand 
by the unity and integrity of India and to strive for her ever increasing 
strength and prosperity. —

lences to late Prime Minister's worthy daughter, Hou’ble Mrs. India 
Gandhi, Minister for Information and Broadcasting.

NOTE 


Rise in prices is an All-India problem. The economy of Punjab is notan isolated 
or closed one and is, therefore, subject to the generaltrend of stresses and strains on prices 
throughout the country. The Labour Bureau, Government of India, is engaged with the 
compilation of the Consumer Prices Index for the working classes in respect of various 
places selected by them. With 1949 as the base year, the Consumer's All India Index for 
April, 1964 (latest available) stood at 144, for Bombay162, forMadras 159, for 
Madhya Pradesh 157, for Orissa 156, and for Delhi146. Ithasbeen 126for Punjab and 
only Assam and Rajasthan have lower indices of 121 and 124 respectively. From this, 
itisclearthat the working class Index in the Punjab is amongst the lowest in the country 


In consOnance with the policy of the Government of India, the State Government, 
are taking all possible steps to meet the situation, some of which are enumerated below :— 


(i) To check the rise in prices of wheat during the lean months of 1963-64 
large stocks of imported wheat were obtained from the Central Govern- 
ment and over 7,000 fair price shops were opened all over the State for sale 
of wheat atta to the consumer at 44 paise per kg 


(ii) As large exports of wheat from the Punjab were mainly responsible for the 
rise in prices, the Government of India was approached to ban the export 
of wheat fromthe Punjab. Eventually inter-zonalrestrictionson the 
movement of wheat were imposed by the Government of India with 
effect from 23rd March, 1964, Zone-I comprises of the States of Punjab 
Delhi and Himachal Pradesh while there are no restrictions on the move- 
ment of wheat/wheat products to Jammu and Kashmir 


It has been explained to the Government of India that production of wheat 
(27.39 lactons) this yearin the Punab is just sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of the zone. They have assured us that the zones will not be 
disturbed till the next harvest. 


(iii) We have good anti-smuggling arrangements which have been forstressed 
in view of the high prices across the border States, i.e. U. P. and Rajasthan, 
There are 28 barriers and check posts set up at the strategic points on the 
roads leading to these States. It is further proposed to strengthen our 
mobile units inthis border area. Arrangements are being madeto provide 
one jeep in each of the seven border districts for intensifyirg anti-smug 
gling measures 


(iv) Over 56,000 tonnes of indigenous wheat have beenacquired by the 
Food and Supplies Department from the traders. In addition, 3631 
tonnes of wheat have been purchased by the State Government under 
the price support scheme. 45,000 tonnes of wheat out of the stocks thus 
acquired from the local stockists have been placed at the disposal of the 
Government of India forsupply to U. P., Maharashtra and Gujrat 
etc. The remaining stocks are being used for issue to consumers through 
fair price shops in the form of atta 


(v) The Government of India have agreed to. keep some stocks of imported 
wheat in the Punjab. These stocks will be used for issue to consumers 
through fair price shops in the lean months 


(vi) With a view to reducing pressure on the local wheat markets and to keep 
the roller flour milis off the market, they are allowed to grind only imported 
wheat. They have also been asked to sell their products of atta, maida, 
suji etc., at controlled rates in accordance with the permits issued by the 
Food and Supplies Department. The supply of imported wheat by 
the Government of India has not been satisfactory on account of labour 
strikeatthe docks about a couple of months ago and the more urgent need 
of supplies to the deficit states. The Government of India, at the 
highest level, have been approached to supply full quota of 30,000 
tonnes of imported wheat per month. They have assured that the supply 
of imported wheat to the Mills would imptrove from October, 1964 
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(vii) 1,500 fair price shops are functiofiing in the various towns of the State 
for the sale of whole-meal atta at 44 paise per kgs. About 100 fair price 
shops‘have been started in the flood-affected areas of Rohtak and Gurgaon 
Districts for providing relief to the flood-stricken people. 


(viii) The common rates of ordinary wheatin the Punjab are the lowest in the 
country. These rates were Rs 48.00 (Moga market) per quintal on 
4th September, 1964. In some other States the rates are higher by 
about Rs 20.00 to Rs 30.00 per quintal as ccm pared to Fvrjab. 


(ix) Gram crop in the Punjab this year, was seveely damaged by frost followed 
by continuous drought. As a result the production declined by about 
4 lakh tons. Partial restrictions on the export of gram and gram products 
were imposed under the Punjab Gram (Regulation of Distribution) 
Order, 1964. Had these restrictions not been imposed , there would have 
been further decline in the availability of gram and gram products and 
consequently the prices must have further gone up. 


(x) Rice is being sold through fair price shops, at fixed prices, throughout 
the States; quantum is 1 kg. per head per month for non-habitual rice 
eaters and 6 kg. per head per month for habitual rice eaters. 


(xi) The available monthly quota of sugar (13,300 tonnes) is being distribu- 
ted in the State through fair price shops in the urban areas and through 
co-operative societies in the rura] areas. During the past 6 weeks the 
retail prices of sugar have been reduced by 5 paise per kg. and the revised 

rates are as follows :— 


Ordinary sugar : 1.35 per kg 
Superior sugar : 1.39 per kg. 


The unique feature of our controlled distribution of sugar is that it is sold 
at uniform retail rates throughout the State including the far flung 
areas of Lahaul and Spiti and other remote villages. 


(xii) 25,750 tonnes gur was obtained from the Uttar Pradesh to keep the prices 
of gur under check in the state till the movement restrictions were relaxed 
by the U.P. Government in August, 1964. Besides, allotment of 5000 
tonnes khandsari has been obtained, A request for the allotment of 
another 5,000 tonnes more has also been made to the U.P. Government. 


(xiii) A high Powered Committee is looking into the whole case of increasing 
the agricultural production under the chairmanship of the Home Minister. 


(xiv) The G overnment of India was requested to make an allotment of * 
25,000 tonnes of cement in connection with the colossal damage caused 
by the floods so that the affected persons could be heiped for ccnstiuc- 
tion/repair of necessary shelter for their fzmilies. An allotment of 15,CCO 
tonnes of cement has since been made by the Goverr ment of India. 


(xv) The Government fair price shops are working at Chandigarh , Simla 
and Nangal. But for these shops the prices in these towns would have 
furhther shot up. Besides, these shops also help in the availability 
of scarce articles e.g., tyres, tubes, denatured spirit etc., 


(xvi) The State Government have sponsored privately managed fair price 
shops for sale of cloth, provisions and general merchandise, generally 
in towns having population from 30,000 to 50,000. The State Govern- 
ment helps these shops in the procurement of cloth for these fair price 
shopsat the ex-Mill rates. The shopsin turn sell the cloth on 
retail sale printed prices. 


(xvii) 16 Central Co-operative Consumer Stores, with a net-work of 127 branches 
ave been opened in 16 towns having more than 50,000 population. 
Almost all the big industrial establishments have opened fair price shops 
for ‘a:d3a:fit olthir workers. The Food aad Supplies Depart- 
mont 13103 tase s')íp3 la Pro suring Scarce articles. 
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(xviii) An Order namely the Punjab Commodities Price Marketing and Display 
Order was enforced which requires all dealers to display or mark the 
prices of essential articles specified therein. This helps the consumers 
to verify competitive prices for various categories of articles displayed 
and to make purchases from the cheapest sources 


(xix) The Punjab Food Economy and Guest Control Order, 1964, has been en- 
forced with effect from the 24th June, 1964. According to this Order, 
no person or body of persons acting either jointly or severally at or in 
connection with one or more parties, entertainments, social or other 

functions, including functions in connection with marriages and funer- 

als, shall on any one day distribute or provide for consumption or accept 
or contribute for service or distribution for consumption, any eatables 
containing wheat, rice and edible products other than biscuits, cakes 
and pasteries, prepared from wheat or rice to more than 100 persons 
including the host at ordinary parties and 100 persons excluding host at 
marriages and funerals 


Arrivals of wheat are expected to improve as soon as effect of recent heavy rains 
is Over and flood water recedes. Necessary arrangements for purchase 
of wheat in all important markets of the State have been made by the 
Food and Supplies Department and maximum quantity of wheat will be 
procured, subject to the condition that localtemporary shortages are 
not created, the prices are not pushed up unduly high, and the normal 

^ conditions of supply and demand are not disturbed 


The State Government will continue to keep a careful watch over the situation 
and will take such measures as may be considered necessary in the public 
interest

Some time back Punjab Government increased. the salary of Class IV employees 
by Rs 5 per month, but at the same time ordered that this increase of the class employees 
shall be deposited in Nation Saving Fund. You fully know the climax of dearness and 


you also fully know the salary including dearness allowance, etc., being given to Class IV 
Government servants. ` 
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If you may depute any Accountant who may very miserly and leaving many common 
essentialities of life, but may limit to only wheat, cloth, soap and stationery for the 
children, etc., he will not be able to make a chart for the purchases as what is to be pur- 
chased this month and what in the next month. I have not mentioned about unseen ex- 
penses that is deaths and marriages which in human life can seldom be avoided and if 
one becomes too rigid in controlling, he can only avoid marriages and not deaths in re- 
lations. Both these occasions are natural and even Government cannot help it. 


| Hence I am not only to suggest but also impress upon you that these orders may 
please be withdrawn forthwith and the Class IV employees be allowed to use this amount 
of Rs 5 in their hard life. This is most urgent and essential, 


In order to cover up this deficit I am to suggest that 75 per cent Quota of Stainless 
Steel and copper-zinc is being sold in Black Market and most of those availing these 
quotas are neither paying full sales tax nor professional tax to the Government of 
Punjab.

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Rise in prices is an All-India problem. The economy of Punjab is not an isolated 
or closed one and is, therefore, subject to the general trend of stresses and strains on 
prices throughout the country. The Labour Bureau, Government of India, is engaged 
with the compilation of the Consumer Price Index for the working classes in respect 
of various places selected by them. With 1949 as the base year, the Consumer's All- 
India Index for April, 1964 (latest available) stood at 144, for Bombay 162, for Madras 
159, for Madhya Pradesh 157, for Orissa 156, and for Delhi 146. It has been 126 for 
Punjab and only Assam and Rajasthan have lower indices of 121 and 124, respectively, 
From this, it is clear that the working class index in the Punjab is amongst the lowest 
in the country. 

In consonance with the policy of the Government of India, the State Government 
are taking all possible steps to meet the situation, some of which are enumerated below :— 


(i) To check the rise in prices of wheat during the lean months of 1963-64, large 
stocks of imported wheat were obtained from the Central Government 
and over 7,000 fair price shops were opened all over the State for sale of 
wheat atta to the consumer at 44 paise per kg. 


(ii) As large exports of wheat from the Punjab were mainly responsible for 
the rise in prices, the Government of India was approached to ban the 
export of wheat from the Punjab. Eventually inter-zonal restrictions 
on the movement of wheat were imposed by the Government of India 
with effect from 23rd March, 1964. Zon:-I comprises of the States of 

- Punjab, Delhi and Himachal Pradesh while there are no restrictions 
on the movement of wheat/wheat products to Jammu and Kashmir 


It has been explained to the Government of India that production of wheat 
(27.39 lac tons) this year in the Punjab is just sufficient to meet the require- 


ments of the Zone. They have assured us that the zones will not be dis- 
turbed till the next harvest. 


(iii) We have good anti-smuggling arrangements which have been forstressed 
in view of the high prices across the border States, i.e., U.P. and 
Rajasthan, There are 28 barriers and check posts set up at the strategic 
points on the roads leading to these States. It is further proposed to 
strengthen our mobile units in this border area. Arrangements are being 
made to provide one jeep in each of the seven border districts for intensi- 
fying anti-smuggling measures. 


(iv) Over 56,000 tonnes of indigenous wheat have been acquired by (06 Food 
and Supplies Department from the traders. In addition 3,631 tonnes of 
wheat have been purchased by the State Government under the price 
support scheme. 45,000 tonnes of wheat out of the stocks thus acquired 
from the local stockists have been placed at the disposal of the Government 
of India for supply to U.P., Maharashtra and Gujrat etc. The remain- 
ing stocks are being used for issue to consumers through fair price shops 
in the form of atta. 


, (v) The Government of India have agreed to keep some Stocks of imported 
wheat in the Puniab. These stocks will be used for issue to consumers 
through fair price shops in the lean months. 


(vi) With a view to reducing pressure on the local wheat markets and to keep the 
roller flour mills off the market, they are allowed to grind only imported 
wheat. They have also been asked to sell their products of atta, maida, 

suji, etc., at controlled rates in accordance with the permits issued by the 

| Food and Supplies Department. The supply of imported wheat by the 
Government of India has not been satisfactory on account of labour 

- strike at the docks about a couple of months ago and the more urgent 
need of supplies to the deficit States. The Government of India, at the 
highest level, have been approached to supply full quota of 30,000 tonnes 
of imported wheat per month. They have assured that the supply of 
imported wheat to the Mills would improve from October, 1964. 


(vil) 1,500 fair price shops are functioning in the various towns of the State for 
the sale of whole-meal atta at 44 paise per kg. About 100 fair price 
shops have been started in the flood-affected areas of Rohtak and Gur- 
gaon Districts for providing relief to the flood-stricken people. 
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(viii) The common rates of ordinary wheat in the Punjab arethe lowest in the 

Country. These rates were Rs 48.00 (Moga market) per quintal on 4th 


September, 1964. In some other States the rates are higher by about 
Rs 20.00 to Rs 30.00 per quintal as compared to Punjab. 


(ix) Gram crop in the Punjab, this year, was severely damaged by frost followed 

y continuous drought. As a result the production declined by about 

4 lakh tons. Partial restrictions on the exports of gram and gram products 

were imposed under the Punjab Gram (Regulation of Distribution) Order, 

1964. Had these restrictions not been imposed, there would have been 

further decline in the availability of gram and gram products and con- 
sequently the prices must have further gone up. 


(x) Rice is being sold through fair price shops, at fixed prices, throughout the 
State : the quantum is 1 kg. per head per month for non-habitual rice 
eaters and 6 kg. per head per month for habitual rice eaters. 


(xi) The available monthly quota of sugar (13,300 tonnes) is being distributed 
in the State through fair price shops in the urban areas and through co- 
operative societies in the rural areas. During the past 6 weeks the retail 
prices of sugar have been reduced by 5 paise per kg. and the revised rates 
are as follows :— 


Ordinary sugar .. 1.35 per kg. 
Superior sugar .. 1.39 per kg. 


The unique feature of our controlled distribution of sugar is that it is sold at 
uniform retail rates throughout the State including the far flung areas of 
Lahaul and Spiti and other remote villages. 


(xii) 25,750 tonnes gur wes obtained from the Uttar Pradesh to keep the prices of 
gur under check in the State till the movement restrictions were relaxed by 
the U.P. Government in August, 1964. Besides, allotment of 5,000 tonnes 
khandsari has been obtained. A request for the allotment of another 
5,000 tonnes more has also been made to the U.P. Government. 


(xiii) A High Powered Committee is looking into the whole case of increasing 
the agricultural production under the chairmanship of the Home Minister. 

(xiv) The Government of India was requested to make an allotment of 25,000 
tonnes of cement in connection with the colossal damage caused by the 
floods so that the affected persons could be helped for construction/repair 
of necessary shelter for their families. An allotment of 15,000 tonnes of 
cement has since been made by the Government of India, 

(xv) The Government fair price shops are working at Chandigarh, Simla and 
Nangal. But for these shops the prices in these towns have further shot 
up. Besides, these shops also help in the availability of scarce articles 
e.g., tyres, tubes, de-natured spirit etc. 

(xvi) The State Government have sponsored privately-managed fair price shops 
for sale of cloth, provisions and general merchandise, generally in towns 
having population from 30,000 to 50,000. The State Government helps 
these shops in the procurement of cloth for these fair price shops at the 
ex-Millrates. The shops in turn sell the cloth on retail sale printed prices. 

(xvii) 16 Central Co-operative Consumer Stores, with a net-work of 127 
branches, have been opened in 16 towns having more than 50,000 popula- 
tion. Almost all the big industrial establishments have opened fair price 
shops for the benefit of their workers. The Food and Supplies Depart- 
ment helps these shops in procuring scarce articles. 

(xviii) An Order namely the Punjab Commodities Price Marking and Display 
Order was enforced which requires all dealers to display or mark the prices 

of essential articles specified therein: This helps the consumers to verify 
competitive prices for various categories of artilces displayed and to make 
purchases from the cheapest sources. 

(xix) The Punan Food Economy and Guest Control Order, 1964, has been 
enforced with effect from the 24th June, 1964. According to this Order, 
no person or body of persons acting either jointly or severally at or in con- 
nection with one or more parties, entertainments,social or other functions, 
including functions in connection with marriages and funerals, shall on 
any one day distribute or provide for consumption or accept or contribute 


= 
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for service or distribution for consumption, any eatables containing wheat, 
rice and edible products other than biscuits, cakes and pasteries, prepared 
from wheat or rice, to more than 100 persons including the host at ordinary 
parties and 100 persons excluding host at marriages and funerals. - 


Arrivals of wheat are expected to improve as soon as effect of recent heavy rains 
is over and flood water recedes. Necessary arrangements for purchase of wheat in all 
important markets of the State have been made by the Food and Supplies Department 
and maximum quantity of wheat will be prodcured, subject to the condition that local 
temporary shortages are not created, the prices are not pushed up unduly high, and the 
normal conditions of supply and demand are not disturbed. 


_ The State Government will continue to keep a careful watch over the situation, and 
will take such measures as may be considered necessary in the public interest.

SEAR SIR, 

Strange type of grabbing of money by the office Superintendent of the S.E. Irriga- 
tion (Drainage) Circle, Karnal has come to my notice and I am to bring to your kind 
notice for immediate suitable action. 

This Sup2rinteadeat goes from one employee to another particularly to the over- 
seers and requests for loan and gets the same sometimes from one and some-times from 
theother. This loan is never repaid. A number of cases have come to my notice and 
there can be many more when probed into. Some time back Honorary Sub-Registrar 
Karnal had adopted the policy of getting money to be deposited in National Savings, 
Scheme and the same was seldom deposited. A few cases came to my notice and con- 
sequently I requested the Government. Government ordered the enquiry. Hundreds 
of cases came to the notice of the Enquiry Agency and people not only were relieved 
of further being grabbea but were repaid a lot. 

In the same manner, if an enquiry is started into this different type of grabbing, 
Iam confident much will come out, There can be a few S.D.Os. also falling in this 
category. Simultaneously there must be some transfers and complaints and their 
enquiries or their nush up, can aiso fallin the same category. The demand by me for 
immediate enquiry is asserted but we shall have to keep the following in view :—. 

(1) It is allege that he is on the protected list as some time back he alleged to have 
helped the Department in unearthing the corruption either in the capacity 
of an informer or an approver. But I fee!, the protected list does not and 
should not give him a License for grabbing money most tactfully. 

(2) Until and unless the office Superintendent is here in Karnal in this Circle, 
[am afraid many who had been grabbed in the form of loan shall hesi- 
tate to come forward. 


Hence it is necessary to transfer him from this D before an enquiry is held. Of 
course you can entrust this enquiry to the C.I.D. for making a confidential survey. 


Naturally you will question me, that how it came to my Notice. One Overseer 
went to him and demanded back the amount. On demand he felt irritated and so hot 
words wereexchanged. Only then the secret came out in the presence of many. After 
that there was a spate of complaints which not only stunned me but compelled me to 
bring it to your kind notice for suitable action.

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Sir, a Committee of the three Divisional Commissioners was formed 
to go into the whole problem of territoral adjustments of divisions, districts 
and tahsils, taking into consideration the views of District Officers, parti- 
cularly those belonging to the Administrative Service, and Technical 
officers of the Public Works Department and prominent non-officials of 
the area, and then to submit a report to Government. The report of 
the Commissioners! Commtttee was received. on the 6th March, 1959, and 
considered by a Committee of Senior Officers of Commissioner's rank and 
above at the State Headquarters. The Report of the Commissioners’ 
Committee and the recommendations of the Secretariat Committee were 
placed before the Council of Ministers in April, 1963. The Council of 
Ministers, inter-alia, decidea that except for the creation of two districts 
of Kulu and Sirsa , no other changes in the existing set-up need b» made. 


A new district with headquarters at Kulu has been created, Rega ding 
formation of exact limits of duly proposed district of Sirsa, 
wihshes ofthe Panchayati Raj Institutions ofthe ilaqa have bzen obtained 
through the Deputy Commissioner, Hissar, and the case is with offic:rs 
for orders asto whether the matter is to be placed before the Council 
of Ministers or not. 


Regarding the creation of a new aistrict with headquarters at Chandi 
garh the position is explained bzlow:— 


In October, 1956, C.M. desired the creation of a new district 
with headquarters at Chandigarh, A memorandum 
for the consideration of C.M. was accordingly drafted and 
३६ ७ as suggested that a new district of Chandigarh 
should constitute the following areas :— | 


(a) Kharar Tahsil ; 
(b) Rupar Tahsil ; - 
(c) Nalagarh Tahsil plus 90 villages of Una Tahsil. 


But, when the matter was submitted to C.M. for permission to bring 
it before the Cabinet, it did not find favour with him. 

After sometime, a Committee consisting of three Divisional Commis- 
sioners was constituted (as mentioned above in para!) to gointo the entire 
problem of territorial adjustments of divisions, districts and tahsils. 
The case of Chandigarh District was also forwarded to this Committee. 


The Report of the Commissioners’ Committee as also recommenda- 
tions of the Secretariat Committee favoured this proposal. The matter 
was then placed before the Council of Ministers, who, inter-alia, 
decided that except for the creation of two districts of of Kulu and Sirsa, 
no other change in the existing set up need be made. 


In the months of January, 1964, Comrade Shamsher Singh Josh 
represented for the bifurcation of Ambala District and formation of a new 
district with headquarters at Rupar or Chandigarh. This representation 
was examined and Shri Josh was informed that ‘“‘timeis not yet ripe for 
creating a new district with headquarters at Chandigarh or Rupar". It 
may further be added that inthe last Assembly Session, Shri Josh was also 
informed that there was such a proposal, but , for administrative reasons, 
it was dropped.

They have one 
son C. He or I may say C produces four children. He along with his 
wife dies.

the armed forces. Such grand parents—grand-father or the grand-mother 


deserve this award. But a provision to this effect does not exist in the Bill 
before the House. This Bill 6065 not provide for such awards for such 
deserving grand parents 


Another lacuna that I would bring to the notice of the hon. Ministe 
concerned is that there may be instances in the State where a lady has two 


-sons from her first husband. The first husband is either a soldier in the 


Army or in some other service or Without any service. He dies and the lady 
marries the younger brother of her deceased husband and produces three 
sons from the second husband. One son from the first husband and two

Reasons for not following the recommendations of the Second Pay 
Commission of the Central Government. 


It was not binding on the State Government to implement the manifold 
recommendations of the Commission because : — 


(a) the Pay Commission was concerned with the emoluments and con- 
ditions of service of the Central Government employees, structure of 
whose emoluments and conditions of service is mainly different from 
those of the employees of the State Governments and their recom- 
mendations are not applicable to those employees; 


(b) when the general question about recommendations of the Pay Commis- 
sion was discussed by the Union Finance Minister with the Chief 
Ministers of the States at Delhi, C, M.s made it clear that it would 
not be possible for us to implement the recommendations of the 
Pay Commission and the Union Finance Minister subsequently 
stated on the floor of the Parliament that so far as the State Govern- 


ments were concerned, they could only pay their employees according 
to their capacity to pays, and 


(०) the question of the revision of the pay scales of low-paid Government 
servants in this State was considered in detail by the Pay Revision 
Committee in 1956 and all the recommendations made by it were 
accepted by Government involving a financia] liability of the order of 
Rs 50 lakhs per annum immediately and Rs 75 lacks per annum in the long 
run. Subsequently, the Pay Revision Board set up by the State 
Government considered, the question further and their recommendations 
were also accepted by Government in 1958, thereby incurring an addi- 


tional liability of Rs. 5 lakhs per annum immediately and Rs. 13.21 lakhs 
per annum in the long run.

SIR, 


YOUR honour may remember that a few months back, we approached your 
honour and disclosed our apprehensions that Ch. Dalip Singh, S. P. Kapurthla, is 
out to harm us by involving the members of the Bar in some false case because 
of our stand for maintaining the existing seperation of executive from the judiciary 
which he was bent upon undoing. Your honour did not believe that anybody can 
involve à respectable citizen much less-a lawyer, in some false case in these days. 


; We had also received a similar reply from the D. I. G. of Police, Jullundur 
Range, who went to the extent of remarking “Are you living in fourteenth century’’. 


However on receiving assurance from your honour we became contented that 
no such thing can happen. But certain recent events have upset us. It seems that 
the S. P. was marking time, although he was much annoyed as to why bis instruc- 
tions to his subordinate staff leaked out without being carried out. No apparently 
after securing himself he has lashed out at his subordinates who do not appear to 
have carried out his illegal, inhuman, unfair and uncivilised verbal orders which 
went to the extent that they should get a theft committed in the house of judicial 
Magistrate, Phagwara and should get him assaulted by some goondas. Since some 
moral character and respect for fellow human beings is still left in the police 
officers though they happen to serve under. him, they refused to do it and obviously 
this had enraged the S.P. But since our information was only oral we could not 
give your honour some Concrete evidence though we were quite convinced about 
our apprehensions being genuine. Incidentally it may be pointed out here that 
S. P. had also asked these officers to involve some respectable citizens who E 
according to him were supporting the cause of Bar, in some false cases. Even 4 
one of these gentlemen, namely, S. Pritam Singh is understood to have met you 
personally and narrated you all this, immediately on his coming to know of it. 


We reliably understand that the S. P. gave “C” reports to his said subordi- 
nates whom he termed inter alia as “useless officers". At this stage we invite 
your honour to probe into the maiter and as certain from those officers whether 
these orders were there and whether they have been condemned for the reasons 
alleged by us. I am sure if a thorough enquiry is made from al! the police 
Officers posted at Phagwara during these days our allegations would be fully 
borne out, of Course there may be a few who would be bold enough to give 
it in writing whereas the others would say it only in confidence. 


So far we have been expecting that your honour would take some action 
against the S, P, but in view of the fact that considerable time has elapsed and 
nothing has come out, a sense of disapointment has been surrounding us. Over 
and above that the factum of the transfer of S. H. O. who being honest to the 
hilt could not be expected to concoct cases against us and the posting of a person 
who is a tried and trusted subordinate of the S, P. has alarmed us. Our appre- 
hensions have turned graver that S. P. may not try to accomplish his unful 
filed desire, And once he involves some one of us in some false case, we 
respectfully submit that no amount of help from any quarter would undo the 
loss suffered by us. 
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We therefore, request your honour to transfer the S. P. and then hold an 
enquiry whether he gave the alleged orders to his subordinates. If our allegations 
comes Out to be false we are prepared to reap the consequences, Otherwise, the S. P. 
should be suitably punished. Your honour would agree that it hardly behaves S.P. 
to give such instructions.

ary इस के लिये किसी भी आज़ाद देश के इतिहास को, किसी भी राष्ट्र के विधान | 
को देखें तो श्राप को इस बात की सच्चाई का पता चल जायेगा । हमारे हिन्दुस्तान 

के विधान में भी ज्यूडीशरी को एक खास मुकाम हासिल' है श्रौर उस की धारा 50 

में यह बात लाज़िम करार दी गई है और उस के लफजयह हैं: 


50. “ The State shall take steps to separate the Judiciary from the 
Executive in the public services of the State.”

the first principle of equity. It is pointed out that the very natures 


of the two necessitates equipment and otulook cannot be simul- 
tancously possessed by the same officials.

characterise a court of justice."

गया है । एसे मुल्कों में फ्रांस की मिसाल में आप के सामने रखना चाहता हूं जिस में

| The Enquiry Off icer, Shri Dal Chand, Inspector; who conducted the enquiry of this Bo 
society under section 39, has pointed out all defects of the society as under:— 


(1) The society is running in loss. 


(2) It has got mis-management, bad supervision, bad account keeping and 
objectionable expenditure i 


(3) There are several cases of embezglements in the society which are to the tune 
of Rs 13,154.88 


(4) The working of the society is not satisfactory due to carelessness, mismanage-. 
ment,ignorance and  dishonesty of the employees of the scciety and the 
managing committee. The employeesof the societyand managing members 
are enjoying dictatorial powers and consider the society to be their mono- 


poly. 
T (5) The society is uncontrolled. This should be divided into several separate 
units.

The grades of the clerks who were in those days known as junior clerks 
were 25-1-35—14 50-2-60 and those of the Assistants | 60—4—-80 
5—120 before the starting of great World War II. During that war the 
prices increased considerably with the result that the Government raised the 
grades as under :— | 

Clerks : 50—3—80—4—100—5 —120 . 

Assistants :80—5—150 

It may be mentioned that in those days the prices of the articles of daily 
use were not so high. For instance, sugar could be had at —/5/— per seer; 
soap /7/— per seer, Atta Rs. 8/— per maund. Ghee Rs. 3/— per seer. These 
grades were given from 1-11-1945 . | 
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" After partition there was no revision in the grades until 1-1-1955. 
Only the dearness allowance was increased once at Rs. 10/— P. M. and the 
second time at the rate of Rs. 5/|— P. M. This increase in the D. A. was nothing 
as compared with the high rise in prices. On 1-1-1955 the grades were re- 
vised as under :— | 

Clerks 60—4—80—5—175. 

Assistants 116—8—150—10—250. 

In the beginning of 1955 the prices were not so high as are now a days. 

For instance the Atta which was in those days available at Rs. 12/—per 
maund is now being sold in the market at Rs. 23/— per maund. The soap 
which was in those days available at —/12;— per seer is now a days sold at 
e 1/10— per seer. Similarly the prices of other articles are compared as 
under—

— Similarly the prices of other articles of daily life have also increased 


by 60 to 80% The charges of Doctors, Dhobis, Barbers etc. have also been 
increased to double. Allthese increases demand that in order to afford 
immediate interim relief, the pays and the D. A, should atleast be increased 
by 4097. It is needless to add that the Government have provided no houses 
to their staff with theresult that most of them live in dirty one roomed 
houses which give rise to various diseases

Ram Kishen, Chief Minister, Punjab, Chandigarh. 


I, HAVING faild to get justice at the hands of the Local Administration, approach 


your honour with my woeful tale. 


I am a poor milk-man at Karnal and since 1954 have been occupying a vacant 
piece of land situated in Sadar Bazar locality. This plot bears No. B-91/117 and 
measures about 104 marlas. This is an evacuee property and I have been using 
it for tethering milch cattle. I had installed *khurlies' therein and put a Khokha 


for selling milk. 


This plot was later on put to auction but I had no funds to buy itandit was 
sold in the name of one Tara Chand. This Tara Chand is father of Shri Iqbal Chand, 
District Education Officer, Ambala, who in turn wields loi of influence with the 
Local Officers and is friend of Shri Jatindra Pal, P.I.C., General Assistant to Deputy 
Commissioner, Karrial. 


I was threatened off and on to vacate the plot which I was legally and law- 
fully authorised to occupy. Having failed to oust me in this way he pulled strings 


“and on 16th June, 1964 I was arrested under section 107/151, Cr. P. C. by the local 
‘ police, my Khokha was removed and Khurlis demolished. I was kept behind the 
. bars and admitted to bail on 17th June, 1964. On release I came to know that 


proceedings under section 145, Cr. P. C. were also initiated regarding this piece of 
land. The G. A. was over zealous in clutching jurisdiction and in spite of the fact 
that the Ilaga Magistrate was Shri Aggarwal he falsely showed myself as having 
refused to be served tock ex parte decision and on 20th June, 1964 put Shri Tara 
Chand in possession of the vacant plot against rules and law although the case stood 
adjourned to 22nd June, 1964. Falsification of recordis apparent ori file and bias 
of the Officer is patent from the fact that proceedings under section 145, Cr. P.C. 
have been rushed through with an unparalleled indecent haste. “Never in the history 
of administration of justice such a haste has been openly exhibited. The orders of

His behaviour is very insulting to the public 
anybody who meets him. When he came to Karnal he has nothing but with a little 
material within, now he is living as a “Prince” by virtue of comfort. He is incharge of 
Transport and Cinema and Nazarat Branch and Superintendent of Jail. 


(a) Heissued temporary passes to the two companies of Karnal and Kaithal on 
the occasion Kumbhi Mela in U.P., and Hardwar, 4 lorries of Karnal Co-operative, 
3 of Indian Transport and 2 of Karnal Kaithal Co-operative Society. In this way 
he earned Rs. more than 30,000 in two instalments. He deposited some of money 
in Bank at Karnal and Ambala and the rest money was used in purchasing of Gold 
ornaments.

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Since two gates Were opened by M/s Beegee 
Group of Industries  Patiala for their 
workers, the Union was informed accordingly. 
Thereafter no complaint on this account 
Was received. 

Spot checking for alleged overtime working 
on 5th, August, 1963 by M/s Patiala Flour 
Mills Co. Ltd. Patiala could not be made 
as the Factories Inspector happened to be 
on tour on this date. Subsequently checking 
of records of the Factory did not reveal 
any overtime working. Hence filed. 

The alleged illegal overtime working by the 
Fireman in M/s Patiala Flour Mills Co, 
Ltd, Patiala could not be substantiated 
by the written statement of Shri Mahan 
Singh Fireman recorded by the Factory 
Inspector on 26 August, 1963. According 
to the Fireman he got some differences 
with the Union after the last strike in the 
Factory which is the main cause of such 
complaint against him. Further checking 
of this factory later on did not prove any 
overtime working on the part of the said 
Fireman. 

The complaint related to changing of 
boundry wall and transfer of shearing 
machine to other factory on the part of 
M/s Iron and Steel Rolling Mills Gobind- 
garh. This was due to the fact that M/s 
Suraj Steel Industries Gobindgarh have 
taken this machize and premises on lease 
from the former. The plans of this 

machine shed along with oil Engine shed 
have "beep approved by the Chief Inspector 
of Factories on 27th May, 1963. 

The complaint relates to violation to 
Factories Act, 1948 onthe part of M/s 
Power House, Patiala. Thorough inspection 
revealed as many as 23 defects on 30th 
September, 1963 whiCh were reduced to 19 
during an other inspec' ion on 29th February, 
1964. After another inspection 
conducted on 12th August 1964, 
the matter has been referred to 
the Government for g^tting the remaining 
defects rectified through the Irrigation 
and Power Department. 

The complaint related to some irregularities 
on the part of M/s Beegee Group of 
Industries Patiala. Since this firm comp- 

' prisesof 3 factories, the Factory Inspector 

visited them on 3rd September, 1963 to 
note down names of each and every worker 
separately so as to enable him to check 
their attendance registers. A checking 
conducted on 3rd September, 1963 revealed 
that attendence of 19 apprentices sent by 
the Director Industrial Training was not 
marked alongwith those of the labour 
engaged by the Contractor in moulding 
shop and in construction of building. Inst- 
ructions were, therefore, issued to the 
management to marktheir presence suit- 
ably and as per response from the firm 
separate register of attendance has been 
kept for the Apprentices. 
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The accident to Shri Sarup Singh in M/s 
Beegee Group of Inustries, Patiala occured 
due to electric shock on 29th August,1963. 
There being no provision for such type of 
violation under Factories Act, the matter 
was referred to Electrical Inspector to 
Government, Punjab, Patiala on 13th Sep- 
tember, 1963 to take necessary action and 
conduct the enquiry. 


The accident to Shri Ram Kishan in M/s 


Beegee Group of Industries, Patiala occurred 
while he was passing nearing the lathe. The 
rod which hit him was bent at 90 degree 
which was being turned on the lathe by 
the Turner. Since it was a case of stricking 
against the object, the same was filed by 
the Factory Inspector Patiaia. 


Some Workers were injured or 29th October, 


1963, when a wall fell down during cons- 
truction in M/s Asea Works (P) Ltd., 
Patiala. Since the accident did not involve 
violation of any of the provisions of the 
Factories Act, no action was taken against 
the management. 


On receipt of a complaint regarding overtime 


working by M/s Beegee Corpora-on, Basal 
Tool Co. and Kuldip Industries, Pa 71819, all 
these three factories were checked at 6 p.m. 
on 21st November, 1963 but none of them 
was detected doing so.

*Bawan Dwadshi Mela is described at Page 45 in Ambala District 
Gazetteer, 1923—24 as under— 


*Bawandwadshi. It is held in the Month of Bhadon (August—September). 
Theimages of Gods of Hindu Pantheology from all the Mandras in 
Ambala are brought out in procession to Naurang Ras Tank opposite 
the Civil Hospital building. The celebration is conducted with pomp 
and ceremony. It is held since time immemorial.’ 


2. According to the description and the reports of the local officers, 
this is a purely Hindu festival. Its management has been conducted by a 
Mela Committee under the auspices of the Sanatan Dharam Sabha from 
the year 1950 onward. The main Mela usually takes place in the Anaj 
Mandi ground. The Local Akalis also held Conferences/Meetings in 
Singh Sabha Gurdwara in Anaj Mandi, Ambala City, during the years 
1956—1959. In 1959 objections were raised by Mela Committee that the 
Akalis should not be allowed to hold meetings on the Mela days for the 
reason that their programme caused disturbances in the Mela celebrations. 
As there was a serious trouble on this account, the matter was broughi to 
the notice of Government by the then Commissioner, Ambala Division, 
who suggested that as the Bawan Dwadshi had/has no religious significan- 
ce for the Akalis, they should not be allowed to hold their Conferences on 
the Mela days at the same premises. Government agreed with the Com- 
missioner. In the year 1960 and 1961 the Akalis did not hold any meet- 
ing or Conference on the Mela days as some of their leaders had been 
arrested in connection with the Punjabi Suba Agitation. In 1962 the 
Sanatan Dharam Subha was allowed by the District authorities to use 
loud speakers. A similar application from the District Akali Jatha was 
turned down by the District Magistrate, Ambala, on the ground that 
the use of loud speakers from two plateforms was likely to cause conflict. 
In spite of the rejection of their application, the Akaiis installed a loud- 
speaker in the Gurdwara Singh Sabha and used it at a high pitch. The 
Police, therefore, had to apprehend 20 persons for turbulent behaviour 
aad registered a case under section 3 of Punjab Instruments (Control Í 
of Noises) Act, 1956 for using loud speaker without valid permission.

3. In the first week of August, 1963, some members of both the 
parties came to the District authorities Ambala with a Compromise, and 
it was, however, withdrawn by the Mela committee later on. The District 
authorities received reports that the rival parties intended to hold public 
meetings and take out processions on public roads, streets and through- 
fares in the Anaj Mandi area and that there was liklihood of breach 
of peace. Accordingly, the District Magistrate issued an order under 
Section 30 of the Police Act to the effect that all persons who intended 
to organise meetings or processions in connection with the Bawan 
Dwadshi Fair should apply for licence to the District Magistrate and 
that meetings or processions arranged without proper licence would be 
considered unlawful. This order was applicable to all parties, and not 
to Akalis alone. The President, ‘Bawan Dwadshi Mela Committee’ 
applied for a licence which was granted by the District Magistrate, Ambala 
on 26th August, 1963, two apolications from the Akalis were also recei- 
ved for the issue of a licence, but the District Magistrate, Ambala, dec- 
lines to issue the same. However, he allowed the Akalis to hold a Dewan 
or Conference at any place in Ambala other than in Anaj Mandi area. 
The Akalis decided to hold a Dewan in front of the Gurdwara Singh 
Sabha in Anaj Mandi, and to offer token arrests. Seven persons were 
arrested for breach of peace, and the situation remained fully under 
control, The Mela was held peacefully.”

Chaudhri Khurshed Ahmed (Nuh): Sir, I also join most ofthe 
Members of this House in congratulating the Ministry for bringing 
forward this salutary measure. But I reserve my congratulations in 
regard to sections 107 and 110 Cr.P.C. which have been criticised by most 
of the Members in this House. These are the sections on the face of which 
they appear to be more innocent but in fact they are the most dangerous sec- 
tions. People are punished for committing not any offence but for offences 
of which they cannot even imagine. These are the “‘conjectured offences" 
which the Executive Magistrates or the Police Officers think that they 
may commit infuture. Thereis no remedy against them except to go 
to the Jail or to get bailed out. Sometimes their bailing out becomes very 
obnoxious. People remain in Jails for weeks together. By entrusting 
these powers to the Bxecutive Magistrates in this bill which is a step 
in the basic fight between the Judiciary and the Executive you will be 
building a half way house. I do not think in any other democratic 
country such wide powers are given to the Executive and if they enjoy, 
such Powers they do so subject to great and drastic limitations. They do not 
have unfettered powers in this respect. 


I am concerned with the rural people and I can say that these 
sections have proved most dangerous in the way of land reforms. The 
landlords more often than not, harass the poor tenants the poor destitute 
people. If anything happens or a slightest doubt arises in the minds 
of the landlords, they immediately arrange to get the poor tenants rounded 
up under section 107 Cr. P.C. Here we have before us the notorious Dhani 
case in which the poor tenants were ejected after a good deal of 
harassment. Tam reminded of one case in my constituency where a 
big landlord could not be detected by the Land Revenue Officer or so 
to say some Executive Magisrate who acts as a Collector under the 
Land Revenue Act to detect if anybody was having more than the 
permissible area. That landlord continued concealing it right from 
1953 up till 1963. When it was discovered, then he took protection of 
this section. He manipulated somehow with the Executive Magistrate 
and the poor tenants were prosecuted under section 107. Sir, these are 
the most innocent citizens of our country who could not be bailed out 
till they furnished surety of Rs. 20,000 each. Such a dangerous measure, 
if left in the hands of the Executive Magistrates will prove the greatest 
rider upon the separation of judiciary from the executive. This section 
has been misused by some of the officials who have really specialised in it. I 
can quote many instances from my own experience from my own place where 
the Executive Magistrates have misused this section. Even in these days 
such things are happening. Only yesterday I have got the information from 
my constituency that in a case where the Drainage Department and a few 
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other officials including the Executive Magistrate Nuh wanted to divert 
the flood water in a particular direction and the people of that area 
objected toit on the ground that this would desrtory their villages. On 
this people of the area were rounded up and even now some officials 
are running after them with warrants of arrest. By giving these powers 
in the hands of the Executive Magistrates, I do not think we are 
separating Judiciary from the Executive in the real sense. I request 
that the powers which are still being left with the Executive Magistrates 
should be taken away from them and these should be given to the 


Judicial Magistrates.

All Foodgrains Dealers 
are required to maintain accounts of purchases and sales of 
wheat and other foodgrains in the stock register and to 
submit fortnightly returns of stocks held by them to the 
licensing Authority. These returns are regularly scrutinized 
by the District Food and Supplies Controllers/Officers. 
Surprise check-ups and raids are conducted for detection 
of undeclared stocks of foodgrains.

PUNJAB VIDHAN SABHA 


Monday, the 21st September, 1964 


The Vidhan Sabha met in the Assembly Chamber, Chandigarh

The University had already made 
considerable headway in acquiring land for the Centre at Jullundur 
and had taken steps to acquire land at Rohtak. The proposal of the 
Punjab University was considered: by a Committee consisting of Plann- 
ing Commissioner and Additional Chief Secretary, Education Commissioner, 
Finance Secretary and Vice-Chancellor of the University in pursuance 
of the decision of the Council of Ministers. The Committee reported 
as under :— | 


*The Registrar, Punjab University represented that the University Grants 
Commission was prepared to give a cent per cent grant for starting thes 
Regional Centres in case the State Government provided Rs 4 lakhs a 
an initial investment necessary for starting these Centres, The Education 
Department stated that the first point to consider in this connection was 
as to the most appropriate location for these Centres, i.e., whether they 
should be under the aegis of the Punjab University or any of the other 
Universities. This would require detailed examination. Furthermore, 
owing to the tight budgetary position, there would be serious difficulty 
in financing this project in the current plan. It should, therefore, be 
considred for the Fourth Plan and if it were to be decided that the 
Punjab University should start one or more Centres, the necessary 
assistance should be given to it." 


Pandit Chiranji Lal Sharma : What were the reasons for starting 
the Regional Centre at Jullundur? The hon. Minister has just now 
stated ‘that the buildings were available at Juilundur. Did the 
University own all these buildings? 9° - © - —- . | 
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Minister: There was some tussle between the Punjab University 
and Kurukshetra University as to whether the centre should be 
located at Rohtak or Kurukshetra. The delay has occurred due to 
the rivalry between the two Universities. There was no step-motherly 
treatment by the Punjab Government. |

As far as the financing of these 
two centres is concerned, the question is to be decided by the 
University, as stated by the hon. Chief Minister. But the finances and 
budgets are to be supplemented by the University Grants Commission. 
In one case, the matter has been decided while in the other case if 
is still under consideration. This is exactly the position.

The procedure for the allotment of surplus area is contained in rules 14 to 20 
of the Punjab Security of Land Tenures Rules, 1956 and para 3 to 10 of the Utilisation 
of surplus area scheme which are applicable in the erstwhile Punjab/Pepsu areas, as 
the case may be. Landowaers desirous of settling their tenants on surplus area and 
tenants, Workers and 2x-bis vedari tenants eligi»le to get surplus area were required to 
apply to the prescribed authority within two months of the notification of the Rules) 
Scheme, ibid. Notwithstanding this time limit, the prescribed authorities were to 
initiate suo motu action for the resettlement of eligible persons on surplus area. 
After holding such enquiries as may be considered necessary, the prescribed authority 
is required to prepare a list of tenants, their names being arranged according to the 
extent of area required, with the smallest claimant on the top. The prescribed 
authority is also required to prepare a list of available surplus area in an estate 
showing the field numbers in nimserical order. The extent of surplus area admis- 
sible to an eligible tenant is mentioned in Scaedule “C”? attached to Punjab Security 
of Land Tenure Rules, 1956 and section 7-À ofthe Pepsu Tenancy and Agricultural 


Lands Act, 1955. 
ANNEXURE II. | 
DECLARATION OF SURPLUS AREA 


Necessary additional staff has been provided for assessing/declaration of surplus 
area, deciding appeals, granting exemption, preparation of lists of eligible tenants 
and their resettlement. Out of 35,026 cases of declaration of surplus area, 34,460 - 
have so far been decided. About 98% of tbis work has been completed. The 
remaining 2% work is expected to be completed within the next few months. For 
this purpose, the progress made by the local officers is being watched and necessary 
executive instructions,where necessary, are being issued to them to speed up this work. 


UTILIZATION OF SURPLUS AREA. 


In the erstwhile Punjab area, almost all the pre-Act tenants viz. those whose 
‘tenancies existed on or before 15th April, 1953 have been allotted surplus area 
except in Kangra and Hoshiarpur Districts where surplus land for allotment to them 
is not sufficiently available. 30,130 post tenants, viz., those whose tenancies were 
created between the period from 15th April, 1953 to 30th October, 1960, have also 
been allotted surpuls area. In all, 59 490 tenants of both these categories have 
already been allotted 1,11,435 Standard acres of surplus area. In the erstwhile 
Pepsu area 5,702 tenants have have so far been alloted 14017 standard acres of 
surplus land and only 1,231 tenants remain who areeligible and yetto be offered 
allotment of surplus area. : 


Besides this 58,520 Standard Acres of surplus area has been purchased by the 
Iandless tenants and small landowners and 2506 Standard Acres of Surplus area 
has been brought under orchards. Therefore, the percentage of the surplus area 
thus consumed comes to 60% of the total surplus area so far declared in the State. 


Now wehave come to astage when we have surplus eligible tenants in some 
districts and surplus area available in others. It has been found that on individual 
basis sucheligible tenants who cannot be resettled in their own districts for want 
of surplus area are generally unwilling to move out of their village for resettlement. 
To overcome this difficulty, a scheme is being evolved under which surplus tenants 
of one tehsil & district, where surplus land for the resettlement of overflow tentants 
is not available, will be offered surplus land in other districts where the same is 
available for their resettlement in cohesive groups. At the same time it is stressed 
day in and day out upon the local officers to speed up the resettlement work that 
still remains to be done in the various districts under the existing policy and 
procelure. Wherever and whenever they feel any difficulty during this process, 
efforts are made to remove such bottlenecks by issuing clarifications, etc. 


To induce the eligible landless tenants to resettle outside their villages a plan 
scheme isin operation under which a sum of Rs. 750/- is offered to each such family 
for the construction of their houses and for the reclamation of the land allotted. Out 
of this amount Rs. 562.50 is given in the shape of subsidy and Rs. 187.50 as loan. 
A sum of Rs. 3,02,000 has been provided for this purpose during the year 1964-65 and 
Rs: 3,50,000 during the next financial year. The entire cost of this Scheme is met 
by Central Govt. Now the scope of this scheme has also been extended to the 
Tesettlers on the Bhoodan lands.

Home and Development Minister (Sardar Darbara Singh): Sir,I would 
like to make a statment in this connection. Cotton is an important cash 
crop of Punjab State, particularly in the districts of Ferozepur, Hissar 
and Bhatinda. In order to boost the production of this crop, Cotton 
Package Programme was started in 25 selected blocks of these districts. 
The American varieties of cotton are very susceptible to the attack of 
insect pests, particularly Jassids and White Fly (commoly known as 
Tela). Insect attack isa limiting factor in the production of cotton. 
Accordingly, plant protection operations play a very important role in 
the Package Programme. Various insecticides including Endrin were 
stocked by the Agriculture Department for sale to the farmers at 50 
per cent subsidised basis. Plant protection equipment was also made 
available to them either on 50 per cent subsidy or at a nominal charge. 

The Agriculture Department, in general, and the staff of the Cotton 

Package Programme, in particular, has been carrying out educational 
programme for the farmers on an extensive scale for the proper use of 4 
the insecticides, especially the precautions to be taken during the opera- 
tions, The Department has got a very limited staff for guiding in spraying 
operations and it is not the responsibility of the officials of the Depart- 
ment to carry out the spraying themselves, or even to supervise the spray- 
ing in each and every field. In fact, plant protection operations are carri- 
ed out by the farmers themselves, as any other agronomic practices 
like irrigation, fertilisation, weeding, etc. By and large, the farmers are 
familiar with the precautions to be taken while handling the insecticides. 
This is clear from the fact that approximately 4,000 acres of cotton have 
been sprayed with Endrin in Kot Kapura Block alone during this season, 
and all this work was done by the farmers themselves. Total area spray- 
ed in the State with Endrin and other insecticides is estimated at one 
lakh acres during this season, involving thousands of farmers. 


It may be added that the insecticides are sold to the farmers on 
their written applications and at that time, detailed instructions are given 
to them about the use of insecticides and the precautions to be taken by 
them. Instructions about the precautions to be taken are also printed on £ 
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the containers of insecticides. It is, however, possible that in a few cases, 
the instructions received by the farmers, who purchased the insecticides, 
were not communicated by them properly to the actual users, who were 
engaged by them for doing this job. 


Enquiries made in the field have revealed that in village Maur of 
Kot Kapura Block, there has been only one death, instead of four, as 
mentioned in the Adjournment Motion. In thiscase, a girl aged about 
20 years is alleged to have died as a result of Endrin poisoning. She was 
never taken to any hospital before her death, nor her dead body was 
subjected to any post-mortem examination. It is, therefore, difficult to 
say with certainty as to the real cuase of her death. According to the 
parents of the deceased, there was some Endrin lying in the house in a bot- 
tle, which the girl inhaled, and this caused her death. It has been confirm- 
ed that the deceased never did any spraying on the crop, nor she was 
present in the field at the time of spraying. 


__ Two more persons are alleged to have died asa result of poisoning 
with insecticides in some other villages of Kot Kapura Block. The details 
in this respect are furnished below:— 


(i) A young boy of 14 years of village Thara, inhaled Endrin, 
while he was carrying it to the field from his house. This 
made him unconscious and caused his death after a few hours. 
He was never admitted to any hospital nor his body was 
subjected to any post mortem examination. 


(ii) A Tractor Driver aged about 40 years of village Sedha- 
Singhwala was trying to transfer the insecticide from a 
bigger container of 23 litres capacity to a smaller one, by 
sucking through a rubber tube, as is usually the practice 


with the drivers. In this process, he swallowed some Endrin, 
which caused his death. His dead body was also not subject- 
ed to any post-mortem examination. | 


No other case of unconsciousness due to Endrin spraying has been 
reported, and no case of true poisoning by  Endrin spray requiring 
hospitalisation was received in Kot Kapura or Faridkot Hospital. Three/ 
four cases were treated in Kot Kapura Hospital as out-patients for minor 
headache or nausea, which the patients alleged was the result of inhala- 
tion of Endrin during spraying. 

In the light of the circumstances, explained above, the question of 
any negligence on the part of the officials of the Agriculture 
Department does not arise. The officials of the Department 
discharged their responsibilites in respect of supplies of spraying 
equipment, as well as insecticides and education of the cultivators in 
their proper handling. It is, of course, possible that ina few cases, the 
instructions received by the farmers may not have been properly convey- 
ed by them to the actual workers. 


To prevent such mishaps, in future, the Government have taken 
the follawing steps : 


(a) Education work among the farmers is being intensified. 


(b) Printed instructions will be supplied to each farmer at the 
time of the purchase of insecticides. |

(c) Demonstration programme, which is already going on, has 
been further intensified. 


(d) Instructions have been issued to the staffto obtain the signatu- 
res of the purchasers of insecticides on an undertaking to 
the effect that they will observe all the precautions specified 
for their proper handling.

STATEMENTS LAID ON THE TABLE OF THE HOUSE 


Public Works and Welfare Minister (Chaudhri Rizaq Ram): I beg to 
lay on the Table of the House the following statements regarding— 


(i) Reservation of seats for Backward Classes whose annual 
income is above Rs 1,800 


(ii) Engulfing by the Jamuna River of 15 villages of Panipat and 
Karnal Tehsils 


(iii) Recommendations made by the Non-Official Advisory Com- 
mittee to consider the various suggestions made in regard to 
the quantum of Betterment Levy 


(iv) Eviction of encroachers from the Sarswati Plantation in Karnal 
District, 
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I REGARDING RESERVATION OF SEATS FOR THE BACKWARD 
CLASSES WHOSE ANNUAL INCOME IS ABOVE RS. 1,800. 


Government have not issued any specific circular to the effect that the members 
of backward classes by caste whose annual income is above Rs. 1,800 per annum 
cannot avail of the concession of reservations in services but according to the 
existing definition of backward classes as given in Circular letter No. 2662-5W GII- 
63/6934, dated 20th April, 1963 the person whose family income is above 
Rs 1,800 per annum cannot be called a backward class by caste (socially). This 
was clarified, vide instructions contained in para 4 of circular letter No. 11394-4WGI- 
63/11241, dated 18th June, 1964. The question was agitated from more than one 
quarter and it was circulated, vide para 3 of letter No. 7219-4WGI-64/10670, dated 
18th June, 1964 that the question as to whether the members of socially backward 
classes could benefit if their annual income is above Rs. 1,800 per annum is 
receiving attention of the Government. A memorandum is being submitted to the 
Council of Ministers, with the permission of the Chief Minisier, recommending that 
the concession in recruitment and promotions to the backward classes should be 
available to the backward classes by caste only and that there should be no income- 
ceiling in their case. 


The reason for adoption of economic criterion in place of caste is the direction 
of the Central Government which was adopted for the sake of uniformity and in 
keeping with tbe provisions of the Constitution of India which prohibit discrimina- 
tion on the basis of caste etc. The reservation of 2% in initial recruitment was 
fixed on the basis of population of backward classes. However, after the adoption 
of economic criterion under which the backward classes comprised both backward 
classes by caste and economically backward classes, no data or statistic could be 
had of the latter to examine the adequency of the said percentage. The only 
relief which is sought to be afforded to the former category of backward classes is 
by way of abolition enhancement of income-ceiling as stated in the las: sentence of 
para 1 overleaf. 


Il. REGARDING ENGULFING BY THE JAMUNA RIVER OF 15 
VILLAGES OF PANIPAT AND KARNAL TEHSILS. 


Some villages namely Cahura, Hansumakra. Chandraon and Chaugawan of 
Karnal are situated very close to the edge of River Yamuna and are being constantly 
damaged by the floods in the said river every year. These villages are very thinly 
populated with a few kacha and a very little pacca houses. 


However, for the protection of these arid some other villages situated on the 
banks of River Yamuna, some pacca spurs and spills bunds were proposed to be 
constructed and these schemes were recommended by the Technical Committee in its 
41 st. meeting subject to the clearance by the Yamuna Committee. But the Yamuna 
Committee did not agree to the schemes for the protection of villages Chaura and 
Hansumajra. In the absence of the approval by the Yamuna Committee, the work 
could not be taken up in hand. 


Hence as an alternative measure it was proposed to shift the two villages namely 
Chaura and Hansumajra which were hard hit by the floods of.River Yamuna (but 
only thinly populated with a few kacha and a very little pacca houses)to some safer 
place away from theriver edge. The question has been taken up with the Civil 
Departments.

Similarly schemes forthe protection worksto meeterosionand spilling from 
river Yamuna threatening villages Nanhera, Tamsabad, Sanauli, Nawada etc. Dis- 
trict Karnal were approved by the Techical Committee in its 41st meeting held at 
Chandigarh on 17th April, 1964 under item No. III. The schemes consisted of 
1. An earthen embankment about 15 miles. 

3 Nos. earthen spurs. 

3. One No. Ballie sarkanda spur. 


For obtaining clearance from Yamuna Committee it was put up in its 22nd 
meeting held at Delhi on 22nd May, 1964 under item No. VI but was kept pending 
for want of details of a road bridge. 
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III. RECOMMENDATIONS MADE BY THE NON OFFICIAL ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE TO CONSIDER THE VARIOUS SUGGESTIONS MADE 
IN REGARD TO THE QUANTUM OF BETTERMENT LEVY 


A Non-official Advisory Committee, comprising of twenty members, from dif- 
ferent political parties, wasconstituted in December, 1959, under the Chairmanship 
of Shri Darbara Singh, then President, Pradesh Congress Committe. This Committe 
was entrusted with the job of considering the various suggestions made in regard 
to the quantum of Betterment levy and to make recommendations keeping in view 
the financial requirements of the State for future developments. 


2. This Committee held Nine meetings in all during the period March, 1960 
to September, 1961, and the report was finalised in its Ninth meeting. 


3. Though the report was finalised in the Ninth Meeting held at Cnandigarh 
on 28th September, 1961, yet it was sent to Government in August, 1962. 


4. The Committee in the report has made numerous recommendations concerning 
the reduction of the unproductive gap of the Bhakra Nangal Project, which is propos- 
ed to be covered by Levy of Betterment Fee. These recommendations cover the 
reduction in the interest charges of the loan obtained from the Government of India 
re-allocation Of cost between the two portions of the Project Irrigation and Electricity 
and takingdue credit of the revenues realised by the State from the Sources created 
by the Project. 

5. The Report has remained under active consideration with the Government. 
Recently the recommendations have been sent to the Government of India and their 
reply is still awaited. Asthe recommendations could not be finalised so far, it was 
not considered desirable to publish the report. Government of India, have not in the 
past accepted our proposal for reducing the interest to be charged on the loan obtain- 
ed by the State though the matter was taken up repeatedly at the highest level.

Subject IV. EVICTION OF ENCROACHERS FROM THE SARSWATI 
PLANTATION IN KARNAL DISTRICT. 

The brief facts of the case are that about 9,751 acres of land were acquired 
by the Forest Department in villages Ramgarh (Rohwar), Seonsar, and Rehwahan, 
Sub-tehsil Guhla of Karnal District, in the year 1957, for raising forest plantation. 
Necessary compensation was paid to the Panchayats who owned this land. Prior 
to the acquisition proceedings, the Panchayats had leased out certain area out of 
this land to Private individuals, in the year 1955. According to the Girdawari, 155 
acres only were under cultivation at the time when the award was announced in 
March, 1957. However, the lessees later started extending their limits and brought 
more and more area under plough, unauthorisedly. After the acquisition of the 
land, by the Forest Department, these persons instead of vacating the land filed writ 
petitions in the High Court which were dismissed, as they had no right to continue 
on the lands which had been acquired after observing. all legal formalities. 


2. The State Government, however, took a compassionate view of the situation 
and decided that the lessees should be allowed to continue on the said land-subject 
to the following conditions :— 


(i) The lessees, who earlier had not paid any lease money, clear the arrears 
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(Public Works and Welfare Minister) 
a the lease money, in lumpsum and pay the lease money regularly in 
uture , 


(ii) as should not let their cattle destroy or damage the forest plantations 
an 

uu Any breach of these conditions will result in cancellation of their 
ease. 

The lessees, however, did not adhere to the above conditions. They did not 
pay the lease money, betterment and water charges. They also let loose their cattle 
which caused extensive damage to the forest plantations. They indulged in cases 
of illicit fellings and grazing. They were also responsible for intentionally setting 
fire to the forest plantations with a view to save theircultivated areas from damage 
by wild animals, who generally took shetter in the thick forest jungles. On one 
occasion the fire resulted in complete drying up of about 58,000 young shisham 
trees and consequential loss of about Rs. 25,000 to Rs. 30,000 to the Forest 
Department. It was, therefore, found impracticable to allow these people to 
continue on the forest lands any longer. Moreover according to the terms of the 
lease originally executed by these people with the Panchayats, they were required 
to sink percolation wells/tubewells and make certain other improvemcnts. This 
they had signally failed to do, Therefore, even according to the agreement entered 
into by them with the Panchayats in March, 1955, the leases were liable to be 


cancelled after eight years. viz., March, 1963. 


3. The matter was considered by the Department at length. It was discussed 
in numerous meetings between the former C. M., L. W. M. and the Chief 
Conservator of Forests and it was finally decided in July, 1963, that these people 
had no right to continue on the forest lands, in question. Accordingly orders 
were issued to the Deputy Commissioner, Karnal then (July, 1963) forthe ejectment 
of the encroachers from the forest lands. While action for ejectment was under 


way, the Deputy Commissioner, Karnal, in March, 1964, requested Government 


forstaying the eviction proceedings till the first week of May, 1964, as the lands 
were under wheat crop. Hesuggested that these people may be allowed to reap 
their harvest to avoid amy untoward incident. The request of the Deputy 
Commissioner was acceded to. Subsequently, the representatives of the oustees 
met the former Chief Minister on 15th April, 1964, and also put in representations 
for abandoning the eviction proceedings. The case was then discussed again between 
the former Chief Minister and Local Government and Welfare Minister and the 
Chief Canservator of Forests and it was decided by the Chief Minister on 15th 
June, 1964, that the encroachers should be evicted but those among them who had 
been cultivating 155 acres of land prior to the acquisition of these lands by the 
Forest Department in March, 1957, should be provided alternative lands on one 
side of the forest plantations, Necessary orders in this behalf were accordingly 
issued telegraphically to the Deputy Commissioner, on the 15th June, 1964, who 
reported their compliance vide his D. O. dated the 24th June, 1964 stating that 
the encroachers had totally evicted from the forest lands on 20th June, 1964, and 
posses sion delivered to the Forest Department 


4. It appears that thereaftera deputation of the oustees met the Prime 
Minister of India and mis-representing the facts of the case sought his intervention. 
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The Prime Minister desired that the eviction proceedings should be stayed and 
the facts of the case reported to him. Necessary stay-order was issued telegraphically 
to the Deputy Commissioner, Karnal, on the 27th June, 1964. The same was, 
however, clearly infructuous in view of the repoit of the Deputy Commissioner, 
Karnal, that the encroachers had been totally evicted from the forest lands on 
20th July, 1964, in compliance with the earlier orders of Government. Under cover 
of the stay-order the encroachers were trying to regain possession of the lands 
by force. These facts were duly brought to the notice of the Public Works and Welfare 
Minister to whcm some more representations had teen addressed by the oustces and 
the case was discussed by him again with the Chief Conservator of Forests in the 
presence of the representatives of the oustees on 15th July, 1964. After thorough 
deliberations, it was finally decided that the enroachers should not be allowed to 
regain possession of the lands and that those who had been cultivating 155 acres 
of land prior to acquision by the Forest "Department, should be provided alternative 
lands on one side of forest plantation expeditiously. The Public Works and 
Welfare Minister had further decided that the area taken over should be planted 
immediately. Consequently the Stay-order issued on 27th June, 1963, was formally 
vacated on 20th July, 1964, and the Deputy Commissioner, Karnal was asked to 
ensure that there was no illegal re-occupatian of the forest lands by the. oustees. 
The Chief Conservator of Forests has also been instructed to complete the altotment 
of 155 acres. of land to the oustees expeditiously. 


5. Subsequently the. Home and Development Minister, Punjab, while on his 
way to Delhi on 23rd July, 1964, was informed by the Commissioner, Ambala 
Division, that there was danger of some trouble brewing up in Karnal District as 
a result of Government orders for the ejectment of tenants from the forest lands 
in Karnal District. He added that these orders had caused great resentment among 
the tenants. They were bent upon defying the orders and were prepared to court 
arrests and alsolunch an agitation which might gain undesirable proportions. The 

Commissioner, Ambala Division feared that this may ultimately cavse a biglaw 
and order problem for Government as certain interested persons were fanning up 
trouble to achieve their own ends. The Home and Development Minister according. 
ly decided that it would be in the interest of law and order that Government orders. 
for the present, should be stayed and the matter discussed in the Cabinet informally 
as soon as possible. Consequently, he instructed the Deputy Commissioner, Karnal 
to stay the ejectment proceedings till further orders had been conveyed to him by 
the Government in the matter. 


6. As desired by the Home and Development Minister, Punjab, the question 
regarding ejectment .of the encroachers from the forest lands in question, was 
thoroughly considered in the Council of Ministers meeting held on 29th July, 1964, 
and it was decided that the evictions should be carried out as proposed, i.e., all 
the encroachers, excepting those who had been cultivating 155 acres of land prior to 
the acquisition by the Forest Depzrtment in March, 1957, should be evicted from 
the forest lands. The latter category of the enroachers were not to be disturbed till 
they had been provided alternative lands by the Forest Department. Necessary 
orders were accordingly conveyed to the Deputy Commissioner, Karnal on 5th 
August, 1964, for compliance. The Chief Conservator of Forests, Punjab, was also 
instructed simultaneously to allot [55 acres of Forest land to the oustees of the latter 
category. 
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7, The Deputy Commissioner, Karnal, has not so far complied with the above orders 
of Government. He has informed that the encrohchers who had been earlier evicted with 
the police help on 19th/20th June, 1964 have returned to their houses on the forest lands 
and have started sowing paddy inthe fields from where they had been evicted. 
He added that these people took advantages of the stay-orders, issued by Govern- 
ment fromtime to time and the cansequent withdrawal of the Police force from 
the trouble spot, in regaining the possession of the forest land. Furthur, that 
some local political leaders of the Labana community delivered fiery speeches to 
the encroachers not to surrender the possession of the forest lands and offer 
strong resistance to Police in case they attempted to evict them in future. The 
Supperintedent of Police, Karnal, has also intimated that enquiries made by the 
Local D.S.P. have revealed that the encroaches are in a defiant mood and are 
determined to offer very strong and concerted resistance, if any attempt is made 
to oust them from the said land. He feares the possibility of blood-shed, if police force 
is used for the eviction of the encroachers. Accordingly while bringing the above 
facts to the notice of Government, the Deputy Commissioner, Karnal, has desired 
that clear instructions may be issued to him in the matter. 


8. As will be seen from the position explained above, there is no high- 
bandedness on the part of Government in treating these people. The land had 
been acquired by Government after observing all the legal formalities and paying 
due compensation to the Panchayats who owened them. Accordingly they have no 
legal right to continue on these lands. The Government had been treating them 
so leniently that even after the writ petition filed by these encroachers in the 
High Court against their eviction had been rejected, they were allowed to continue 
on the forest lands on compassionate grounds provided they strictly adhered 
to the terms of the lease. But on the contrary they violated the terms and 
conditions of the lease and let loose thier cattle which did heavy damage to the 
young forest plantations. They were also responsible for forest fires and cases of 
illicit felling/grazing. On one occasion, the deputy Commissioner, Karnal, also offered 
alternative lands to these people in the villages Shergarh, Tussang and Islamnagar, 
in Karnal District, but they refused to move tothenew sites and continued their 
tussel with the help of the politcians to remain in illegal possession of the land 
acquired by the Forest Department. The eviction of these people is very essential 
if ñe rav materi al (Mulbery) is to be supplied to the Sports Industry, who are already 
facing an acute shortage of it. The lands occupied by the encroachers are the 
most suitable for the plantation of mulberry, being canal irrigated.

AGITATION AND RESTORATION THEREOF 


Financialassistance was stopped to political sufferers who took 
part in the last Punjabi Suba Agitation as a result of a 
decision of the State National workers( Relief and Rehabilitation) 
Board taken in its meeting held on 28th February, 1960. In 16 
cases financial assistance was restored from time to time by the C. M. who 
was Chairman of the Board, in anticipation of the approval of the 
National Workers Board. In the remaining cases the Financial assistance 
was revived with effect from Ist May, !963. The political sufferers were 
not paid any arrears of Financial assistance for the intervening period. 


Arms licenses of 185 Akalis were cancelled during the Punjabi Suba 
Agitation of 1960. AJI the licenses have since been restored to the 
persons concerned.
